Upper and Lower Woodland. 


The 
Harbison-Walker 
company 


has been importing negro laborers 
from the South for some time, and 
have erected a row of houses at the 
point named in which the 
negroes 


live. 


Saturday night and Sunday is gen- 


erally given over to drinking and 
gambling all hands apparently tak- 
ing part in the festivities. 


Saturday a bunch of the negroes 


went to Philipsburg and 
fortihed 


themselves with a plentiful supply of 


Sunday booze. 
When they arrived

Black Powder Explosion At Mare 


Island Yard Kills Many Men 


Strict Censorship Makes it Difficult to Get Any Details 


But Many Horrors Are Reported

. Vallejo, Cal., JulJ 9—Nine persons 
are miming and are feared to have 
pertehed as the result of the explosion 
which destroyed the magazine at Mare 
Island Navy Yard today. Thirty per- 
8ons who were injured are in hospitals 
but it i» not believed any will die. 


Women and children are among the 


dead, according to the latest informa- 
tion at 10:30 this morning by news- 
paper men investigating the terrific 
explosion which shocked the navy 
yard and surrounding cities. 
No offi- 


cial statement of any kind has been 
issued. 


The black powder magazine in the 


southeast of the Mare Island navy 
yard was Mown to pieces shortly after 
eight o'clock this morning. 


It is reported that lives have been 


lost. 
Workmen who returned to 


Vulle Jo which is across the street 
from the yards declared that .the 


houses have been shattered. 
It is in 


these that the casualties have occurr- 
ed. 


Ambulances have been going from 


the main part of the navy yards to the 
scene of the explosion. Because of 
strict censorshsip it is impossible to 
get details. 


Oru workmen who returned to Valle 


Jo declared that all the houses were 
"blown to pieces." So terrific was 
the explosion that in south Valle Jo 
windows in the houses were blown oat 
and the houses otherwise badly dam- 
aged. 
Many roofs were blown off. 


The explosion was felt in Sacramento 
and c\en in Oakland. 


The portside of the southern Pacific 


steamer El Capital which was in mid 
stream when the explosion 
occurred 


was blown out. Two doors of the ves- 
sel were shattered. 
Six men on the 


hteamer were injured. 
The steamer 


Iriquois which was in the strait at the 
time was also badly damaged.

Vallejo, Cal., JulJ 9—Nine persons 
are miming and are feared to have 
pertehed as the result of the explosion 
which destroyed the magazine at Mare 
Island Navy Yard today. Thirty per- 
8ons who were injured are in hospitals 
but it i» not believed any will die. 


Women and children are among the 


dead, according to the latest informa- 
tion at 10:30 this morning by news- 
paper men investigating the terrific 
explosion which shocked the navy 
yard and surrounding cities. 
No offi- 


cial statement of any kind has been 
issued. 


The black powder magazine in the 


southeast of the Mare Island navy 
yard was Mown to pieces shortly after 
eight o'clock this morning. 


It is reported that lives have been 


lost. 
Workmen who returned to 


Vulle Jo which is across the street 
from the yards declared that .the 


houses have been shattered. 
It is in 


these that the casualties have occurr- 
ed. 


Ambulances have been going from 


the main part of the navy yards to the 
scene of the explosion. Because of 
strict censorshsip it is impossible to 
get details. 


Oru workmen who returned to Valle 


Jo declared that all the houses were 
"blown to pieces." So terrific was 
the explosion that in south Valle Jo 
windows in the houses were blown oat 
and the houses otherwise badly dam- 
aged. 
Many roofs were blown off. 


The explosion was felt in Sacramento 
and c\en in Oakland. 


The portside of the southern Pacific
